Congreena conduct to Virginia does 
not warraft any confidence in Congres- 
sional pledges, That State has done every- 
thing required of her, but she still dangles 
out in the cold. 

The Democrats are divided on the policy 
of reseating the negroes and ratifying the 
XVth Amendment. But even if they were 
aunitin favor of those measures, the fact 
that it was represented to Congress that 
the Legislature would pass both of them,

pledge. It has observed none of its own 
laws yet, that it choosed to change. And 
furthermore, the Legislature would not be 
bound br a pledge of gny such convention, 

@rhile the probabiljgies are that the Bul 

lock Repnblicans Would. as thev did before. 
oppose the ratification ofthe X Vth Amend- 
ment for the purpose of keeping Georgia 
out, and getting unlimited control of her 
for personal purposes. 

But when Congress has not pledged this. 

when. simply a few Republicans declare 
that they would repeal the Georgia bill in 
sich a contingency, when they do not even 
do this under their own name, and when it 
is knownthat they tremble atthe possi- 
bility of their craved ratification being 
overthrown hereafter because of the ele- 
nient of coercion in it, it does seem to us 
that it would be a fatal errog for the Demo- 
crats to pledge themselves to a measure 
they oppose without even the hope of its 
paying. ' 

Let us not be guiled into either wrong 
or folly.

postpone, which was rejected: by 6440 111. 
The Republicans voting for i¢ were Messrs. 
Bingham, Farnsworth, and. Finklenbutg. 
The amendment of Mr. Beck was réjécted 
and the bill passed—yeas, 121; nays, 51. 
Among the negatives were Mesérs. Bing- 
ham and Farnsworth. :
